Installation Instructions 


There are two main applications on your Information Resources 6/96 
CD: Information Navigator and PatchFinder. PatchFinder must be 
installed on your disk drive. Information Navigator can be installed on 
your disk drive or to conserve disk space, viewed directly from your CD. 
Please read the following information for an installation overview. 

Installing Supportfolio-Information Resources 6/96 

Installing the entire Information Resources CD on your disk drive requires 
the following: 

• a system running the IRIX 6.2 or 5.3 operating system 

• 71MB of available disk space 

NOTE: if you do not have enough available disk space, you can view 
Information Navigator directly from the CD-ROM and choose to install 
PatchFinder only. See the instructions below. 

To install, insert the CD labeled “Supportfolio-Information Resources 
6/96” into the CD-ROM drive and take the following steps from your 
desktop: 

Select “Software Manager” from the system toolchest. Once it displays, 
enter the following in the “Available Software” field:

(to install on IRIX 6.2) 




or 

/CDROM/dist/lib_53 (to install on IRIX 5.3)

To View Information Navigator from CD 

If you do not have enough available disk space to install the "Supportfolio -

“SOFTWARE"), YOU ARE AGREEING TO BE BOUND BY THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT, INCLUDING THE SOFTWARE 
LICENSE AND DISCLAIMER OF SOFTWARE WARRANTY BELOW. PLEASE READ THIS DOCUMENT CAREFULLY BEFORE OPENING THE PACKAGE 
AND USING THE SOFTWARE. IF YOU DO NOT AGREE WITH THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT, YOU SHOULD PROMPTLY 
RETURN THE UNOPENED PACKAGE AND THE SOFTWARE TO THE PLACE WHERE YOU OBTAINED IT, AND YOU WILL BE GIVEN A FULL REFUND 
OF ANY LICENSE FEE THAT YOU PAID FOR SUCH SOFTWARE. 

1. GRANT OF LICENSE; SOFTWARE USE RESTRICTIONS. In consideration for your payment of any applicable license fee and/or your purchase 
of an SGI workstation or server product (an "SGI System"), SGI hereby grants to you a personal, non-transferable (except as expressly 
provided in Section 4 below) and non-exclusive right to use and execute the SOFTWARE on a single SGI System, without right to suWicense 
the SOFTWARE. Under no circumstance may you store, use or allow the use of the SOFTWARE in any manner on more than one SGI System at 
one time. You agree that you will not reverse engineer, decompile or disassemble any portion of the SOFTWARE. If you dispose of any media 
or apparatus containing SOFTWARE, you will ensure that you have completely erased or othenvise destroyed any SOFTWARE contained on 
such media or stored in such apparatus. Except as expressly provided in Section 4 below, you may not distribute, lease, transfer for profit, loan 
or otherwise convey the SOFTWARE or any portion thereof to anyone. 

2. COPYING RESTRICTIONS. In order to effect your license rights hereunder, you may install the SOFTWARE by copying it onto the hard disk 
drive or into the CPU memory of an SCI System for use thereon, and you may make full or partial copies of the SOFTWARE, but only as 
necessary for backup or archival purposes. You agree that (i) your use and possession of such copies shall be solely under the terms and 
conditions of this Agreement, and (ii) you shall place the same proprietary and copyright notices and legends on all such copies as included 
by SCI on the media containing the authorized copy of the SOFTWARE originally provided by SCI, 

3. OWNERSHIP OF SOFTWARE AND MEDIA. You agree and acknowledge that SCI transfers no ownership interest in the SOFTWARE, in the 
intellectual property in any SOFTWARE or in any SOFTWARE copy, to you under this Agreement or otherwise, and that SCI and its licensors 
reserve all rights not expressly granted to you hereunder. After you pay any applicable license fees and/or the purchase price of the applicable 
SCI System, you will own the media on which the SOFTWARE was originally provided to you hereunder and on which you subsequently copy 
the SOFTWARE, but SCI and its licensors shall retain ownership of all SOFTWARE and copies of the SOFTWARE or portions thereof embodied in 
or on such media. 

4. TRANSFER RESTRICTIONS. If you transfer ownership or otherwise dispose of an SCI System, you may transfer the SOFTWARE and all licenses 
and rights in the SOFTWARE granted to you under this Agreement to the transferee provided that: (i) such transferee agrees in writing to 
accept the terms and conditions of this Agreement, and (ii) you also transfer all SOFTWARE, including all copies thereof, to such transferee. 
Except as provided in this Section, you may not sublicense, transfer or assign this Agreement or any of your rights or obligations under this 
Agreement, in whole or in part. 

5. EXPORT RESTRICTIONS. You agree that you will not export or re-export, directly or indirectly, to Albania, Bulgaria, Cambodia, Cuba, 

Estonia, Laos, Latvia, Libya, Lithuania, Mongolian People's Republic, North Korea, Poland, Romania, the Commonwealth of Independent States, 
Vietnam, China (P.R.C.) or Afghanistan (i) the technical data or the SOFTWARE that you received under this Agreement, or (ii) the direct 
product of such technical data or SOFTWARE, if such direct products are commodities, software or technical data described on the Control List 
with a letter "A" following the respective Export Control Numbers published by the U.S. Department of Commerce.

7. GOVERNING LAW, This Agreement shall be governed by and interpreted in accordance with California law, excluding its choice of law rules.

PURPOSE. NO ORAL OR WRITTEN INFORMATION OR ADVICE GIVEN BY ANY SCI EMPLOYEE, REPRESENTATIVE OR DISTRIBUTOR WILL CREATE A
